What Horse Can Pull Shown 
by Tests in England 
Tests made recently in England proved 
that a pair of horses, each weighing 1,600 
pounds, could haul a load 550 pounds 
greater than themselves.

as much as on a good asphalt surface, five 
times as much as on cobblestone paving 
and twenty times the load it can pull on 
an ordinary mud road. F o r the usual type 
of farm horse, a cart, carrying a weight of 
1.500 pounds is considered to be a fair 
task.

Announcoment of the plans for free 
vaccination of school children is both 
timely And 
important. This 
pre­ 
ventive against disease is not alone 
confined to children, but is just a^ 
important to grown-ups. 
Gross country motor tourists and all 
persons going away on vacations will 
have a much greater sense of security 
when drinking water from streams, 
country wells and small town supplies 
if they have been inoculated against 
typhoid fever before they leave. 
Wister and milk that taste the best 
may yet be the most impure, and with 
the thousands of tourists who crowd 
places of scenic beauty the chances 
for pollution of streams are great. 
Every year some vacationist brings 
back to his community typhoid fever 
from the country or the 
resort he 
has visited and frequently bo gives 
the disease to some one. 
In many states, the vaccine against 
typhoid is issued free of charge and 
any one can get the preventive treat- 
mentment without cost other than the 
physician’s fee for administering it. 
During the World War thousands of 
eases of typhoid fever 
were 
pre­ 
vented by the inoculation of all sol­ 
diers. 
* Epidemics of smallpox have also 
been reported in a number of cities, 
notably Detroit, in 
which a fifteen 
block section recently was roped off 
and not a person permitted to leave 
the district until he was vaccinated. 
Some 14,000 persons were vaccinated 
‘against the disease in that one dis­ 
trict. More than IOO deaths from the 
disease have been reported since the 
first of the year in that one city. 
With a recent vaccination, the tourist 
need have no fear of encountering 
smallpox in any community.
